I have been reading several books on the Third Edition of the Roman Missal , in 
preparation for its implementation in November. As I mentioned last week, in 
my homily, we as a parish community will have a number of ways to engage 
and prepare for the new wording of prayers such as the Gloria, the Holy, 
Holy, Holy (Sanctus) and the Creed before the first Sunday of Advent 2011, 
when the changes will take place in the Liturgy. 

Bishop Gerard F. Kicanas, the Bishop of Tucson reminds us "the way in which 
the liturgy is celebrated within the Church grows and evolves with the 
Church. The substance of the liturgy, however, is always the same: it is the 
same Lord Jesus Christ, who is the real celebrant, who is present to his 
Church, who feeds us with his own Body and Blood." 

It is my hope, through this process of preparing and engaging in this Third 
Edition of the Roman Missal , that we as a parish community might be renewed 
in our own understanding of our Sunday celebration of the Eucharist together. 

The Vatican II document Sacrosanctum Concilium (Constitution on the Sacred 
Liturgy) teaches us that the Eucharist "is the summit toward which the activity 
of the Church is directed; at the same time, it is the fount from which all the 
Church's power flows...The liturgy in its turn moves the faithful, filled with 
the paschal sacraments, to be one in holiness; it prays that they may hold fast 
in their lives to what they have grasped by faith; the renewal in the Eucharist 
of the covenant between the Lord and his people draws the faithful and to the 
compelling love of Christ, and sets them on fire." 

We need to look beyond the new words of the liturgy to grasp more deeply a 
renewed vision of the Eucharist in our lives, the summit and the font of who 
we are as followers of Christ. May this deepening awareness of the Eucharist 
in our lives truly set us on fire with the love and mercy of Christ!

The problem of forming Christ in us is not to be solved by our 
own efforts. It is not a matter of studying the Gospels and then 
working to put our ideas into practice, although we should try and 
do that too, but always under the guidance of grace, in complete 
subjection to the Holy Spirit.. 

For if we depend on our own ideas, our own judgment and our 
own efforts to reproduce the life of Christ, we will only act out 
some pious charade which will ultimately scare everybody we 
meet because it will be so stiff and artificial and so dead. 

It is the Spirit of God that must teach us Who Christ is and form 
Christ in us and transform us into other Christs. 1
